I make these statements on the basis of my long resi- 
dence in Berlin, my close association with Nazi leaders 
and their party, a detailed study of National Socialist 
books, pamphlets, and newspapers from the very begin- 
ning of their movement when they were less cautious 
about discussing ultimate objectives. 


These convictions I formed slowly under the pressure 
of overwhelming evidence. Hence. I want to make public 
some of my experiences with the Nazis and to describe what 
sort of world we shall live in if Hitler wins. 


WoT. We 
Rule Of Force, Not Law 


What does Nazi Germany stand for? 

First, for the principle of force instead of law. 

The individual has no basic civil right now. German 
courts are instructed to decide cases not purely upon written 
law, but according to “healthy public opinion.” 

Since such opinion is not recorded anywhere, this means 
in practice the judge’s opinion at the time, and the judge is 
a Nazi functionary. No firm or individual has any rights 
which the government is bound to respect. 

Under this situation the distinction between capitalism 
and socialism disappears. There is no point in discussing 
whether Germany is socialistic because all capital is at the 
immediate disposal of the government. 


When a man’s life is a forfeit at the whim of govern- 
ment officials, it makes no difference whether he has title 
to his property. 


In this way the Nazis have extended their control over 
German economy without the necessity of creating a new 
body of rules. They move straight ahead, right to their ob- 
jectives, without having to worry about maintaining the

MILITARY GOODS 

American firms in Germany 
which manufactured special equip- 
ment suitable for the army and the 
National Socialist party have been 
practically taken over by the auth- 
orities to work on such products. 

A large American company 
owns a plant in Berlin which is 
now making such articles as tiny 
hidden microphones to be placed 

in ordinary telephone receivers 
and connected with the office of 
the secret police. 

When the president of the Am- 
erican company and other American 
representativs visited Berlin, they 
were not even allowed to enter the 
plant which they were nominally 
supposed to own. 

Of course, they had to keep on 
paying taxes, but this was about 
the limit of their connection with 
the enterprise. 


COMPETITION 
An American typewriter company 
owns a subsidiary in Germany 


which manufactures office equip- 
ment. 

This firm has long been a com- 
petitor of the German-owned 
Continental typewriter.

(Canada Is Able 
Muster Million 
Men For Forces 


OTTAWA, Sept. 13, — (CP)— 
Canada can muster 1,000,000 men 
for the armed forces and still 
attain the necessary production in 


farm and factory, Agriculture 

Minister Gardiner said last night 
in a Reconsecration Week speech 

on the national network of the 

Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, 

Tf 1,000,000 men were called to 
arms, he said, there would still be 
7,000,000 persons over 16 years of 
age left and these “properly organ- 
ized and determined to stand be- 
hind the armed forces can operate 
all our farms, our factories and 
places of business in a manner 
which will give us the production 
required,” 

Canadian farmers, said the min- 
ister, had answered every war call 
made to them. In the first year of 
war the call was for men to build 
machines and make the arms to 
enable disarmed democracies to 
fight. Men and women went from 
farms to the shops to do this, 


YOUTH RESPONDED 


In the second year of war the call 
was for fighting men to use the 
arms. Again the youth from the 
farms responded and some of those 
who went into industry in the first 
year of war joined the forces. 

Now in the third year the call to 
farmers was for more food for Bri- 
tain—pork, cheese, eggs, milk, but- 
ter and beef in the order named. 
Again the farmers were respond- 
ing. 

The minister held out a prospect 
of higher prices for cheese and 
wheat as time goes on and said the 
government was attempting to ar- 
range agreements with Britain in a 
way which would avoid great in- 
creases or decreases in price, 


PRICES ARE PEGGED 


“At present the minimum price 
of butter is pegged,” he said, “The 
price of cheese is pegged but must 
be increased. The price of hogs is 
pegged by the British agreement 
which is so drawn as to take all 
the surplus off the Canadian mar- 
ket at a price which, with grain 
prices at their present level, will 
produce profitable returns in most 
of Canada. 

“Eggs are also pegged by the 
closing of an arrangement which 
promises to take off all our surplus 
at reasonable prices. We have a 
market for increased supplies of 
beef in the United States. 


“The only staple product which 
is still giving us worry is wheat. 
Wheat is yet a drug on the mar- 
ket. All we have been able to do 
is to advance money to farmers 
against their wheat in sufficient 
sums to permit of their carrying 
on from month to month until the 
certain demand comes, 


“That demand will come just as 
surely as it has come in other food 
products and I feel certain farmers 
would be well advised to deliver 
their wheat to the board and accept 
the advance rather than relinquish 
possession to sOme one elise at a 
price which will net a small increase 
over the 70-cent advance.” 


FARMERS SUFFERED 


Mr. Gardiner said Canadian farm- 
ers had for 10 years been victims of 
Germany's undeclared war.’ The 
Nazis started to prepare for war by 
preparing food supplies at great cost 
and to the exclusion of others. Can- 
adian farmers, as exporters of food 
products, suffered financially in 
every branch of their industry. 

The minister said the farmer in 
Great Britain received a higher unit 
price for his products than did the 
Canadian farmers but against cash 
returns had to put up with risks and 
inconveniences. If he did not pro- 
duce the kind and quantity of pro- 
ducts the government thought he 
should, he might be removed from 
his land. 


“The British farmer for the 
time being has ceased to be lord 
of his own estate,” said Mr. 
Gardiner, “Freedom-loving Brit- 
ain has given up her liberty in all 
matters where the safety of the 
realm was involved.” 


The minister said meat and dairy 
production on Canadian farms 
would be limited by feed supplies 
and advised farmers not to plunge 
in too deep. He suggested they take 
stock of the feed they have or are 
in a position to get during the feed- 
ing season and plan their production 
according to their feed supplies and 
their labor, 

He said the government's policy 
on feed grain shipments will be out- 
lined “without delay” following this 
week's conference of provincial gov-

The Gypsy Baron of Der Zige- 
unerbaron, is a comic opera in three 


acts, with book by Schnitzer and 
music, of course, by Johann 
Strauss. It was first produced at 


Vienna, Oct. 24, 1885, just 11 years 
after The Bat, which the Empire 
group produced dast year. A New 
York production of “The Baron” fol- 
lowed in 1886, with Heinrich Con- 
reid presenting it at the famous 
Casino theatre. After a run of 86 
performances, it was taken on the 
road and in the next few months, 
was performed more than 500 times. 
In the original cast were such fam- 
ous stars of that era, as Pauline 
Hall, Mae St John, Billie Barlow, 
Agnes Folsom, Rose Beaudet, Wil- 
liam Castle, Francis Wilson and W. 
H. Fitzgerald

Some of these names may not 
mean much to theatre-goers of this 
generation, but in their day, they 
were as popular as Mickey Rooney, 
Judy Garland, Spencer Tracy, Mar- 
lene Dietrich, Heddy La Marr and 
other peak box-office attractions 
today.

The Twelfth Week 


The twelfth week of his Russian 
campaign saw Hitler's troops on a con- 
siderable part of the western sector 
heading the wrong way, back-tracking 
on the Moscow road before the pursuing 
Russians. That was a new experience 
for the panzer divisions, which hitherto 
have only moved forward on every 
front, and a spectacle which must cause 
wonder in German minds infatuated 
with the idea of Nazi invincibility. 
Faced by numbers equal to their own 
and equipment to match, the Fuehrer's 
troops in the key section of the line 
were beaten in the field and driven into 
retreat. The “blitzkrieg” had not only 
been stopped there, but sent into 
reverse. 

In itself this counter-thrust may 
not be particularly dangerous, but un- 
less it can be stopped soon it may have 
serious reactions on the other sectors. 
To the south the pressure has already 
been eased and the Russians are re- 
ported making some headway in the 
Ukraine. To the north there is a poten- 
tial threat to the communications of 
the army attacking Leningrad. 

The struggle is now one for posi- 
tion. A winter campaign, or stalemate, 
is clearly in prospect, and the question 
is where the fortified lines are to be 
drawn.

U.S. Declares State Of War 


No Other Interpretation *Can . Be * 


Placed on Words of 
Mr. Roosevelt 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

When the historians, many years hence, 
come to sift out the factual dustbin of this 
extraordinary period, they will doubtless 
hold that the United States of America 
was in a state of war with Germany as 
from 7 p.m., September 11, 1941. 

For only the most devious casuist or 
most exacting legal hairsplitter could deny 
that the words of Mr. 
Roosevelt's address meant 


is true that the 
United States will still 
maintain a semblance of 
diplomatic interco urse 
with the Axis countries. 
There will be a certain 
slight civilian travel be- 
tween Germany and 
America, All avenues of 
regi paiers a+ will not 

immediatély and per- 
emptorily closed, we Harelé L. Weir 

But such total igolation from the 
enemy is not a requisite of warfare in its 
most primitive sense. 

Two nations may be at war with each 
other without observing all the niceties of 
aloofness which are prescribed by an 
elaborate system of international law. 
Warfare existed long before there was any 
conception of international law. 

During the Hundred Years War be- 
tween England and France—and that most 
certainly was a war—there was a good 
deal more private intercourse between the 
belligerent countries than there has been 
during the past few months between Ger- 
many and the United States. 

In other words, the observance of in- 
ternational regulations with regard to 
warfare may indicate that a state of war 
exists. A state of war, however, may easily 
exist without the observance of these 
regulations. 

Tt is this kind of war that undoubtedly 
exists today between the United States 
and Germany. 

On the part of the United States, it is 
not an aggressive war nor a total war, so- 
called—but it is still a war. 


What Is War? 


Broadly and generally, war may be de- 
fined as the employment of force by one 
nation against another. It need not even 
involve the loss of a single life. Any mor- 
tal gesture is an act of war. 

It would be futile, then, to argue that 
Mr. Roosevelt's order to the American 
army and navy to keep Axis warships out 
of waters defined as essential to the pro- 
tection of.the United States is anything but 
an act of war. 2 

American warships have been in- 
structed to fire at sight upon any German 
vessels in these waters. If this is not a 
mortal] gesture, what is? 

Most certainly it is a vigorous employ- 
ment of force. 

The United States is just as much at 
war with Germany as China is with Japan 
or as Norway, Belgium, Holland and 
Poland were with Germany. 

It is a defensive belligerency that can- 
not be classified as anything else but plain 
war. 


Effect on Appeasers 


_ I have been at considerable, perhaps 
tiresome, pains to define the precise nature 
of Mr. Roosevelt's fire-at-sight order to 
the American navy. 

It is important to know the exact 
significance of this new American status 
because it will have a profound effect in 
two distinct directions. 

Mr. Roosevelt's statement is vital to the 
world situation, in the first place, because 
it constitutes a virile and conclusive an- 
swer to the appeasers and isolationists 


who have been doing Hitler's work so well 


in the United States. 

John Whitaker summed up @he work 
of these gentlemen very nicely in this 
newspaper yesterday when he said that 
their power was infinitely greater than 
that of Hitler's generals. 

The German commanders, he said, had 
spent $39,000,000,000 in armaments taking 
the countries already conquered. Lind- 
bergh, Wheeler et al could win France, 
Turkey, Spain and Portuga)] for Germany 
with no other weapon than the right of 
free speech. 

For all these countries needed to 
throw in their lot with Hitler was convinc- 
ing proof that the United States would not 
enter the war. 

Lindbergh and Wheeler and their 
crowd have been doing their best to sup- 
ply this proof, 

Now President Roosevelt makes liars 
of these people by showing that the United 
States will employ force to protect her- 
self and her shipping and, more signifi- 
cantly still, the welfare of those belligerent 
countriés which are enemies of Hitler—to 
paraphrase the President's words, 


Effect on Europe 
At this time it is doubtful if Mr. Roose- 
velt could persuade the United States 
Congress to formally declare war against 
Germany.

It is not that the great majority of the 
American people is not solidly pro- 
I h a pro-war, But it is the 
isolationists who are articulate. And the 
articulate minority always controls 
political organizations. 


It is extremely unlikely, therefore, that 


& majority of members in both American 
chambers could be found willing to com- 
mit political suicide by voting for a declar- 
ation that would incite the vengeance of 
those mouthy little heelers who, for some 
mysterious reason known only to heaven, 
manage to exert such tremendous pres- 
sure on the mechanism of Democracy. 

Europe is politically acious eno 
to understand that fact. Bat the weoititne 
ing nations are sagacious enough to under- 
stand another fact—that under Mr. Roose- 
velt’s new order a situation is bound to 
arise, sooner or later, in which the Con- 
gress will have to declare war whether it 
likes it or not. 

A war declaration is only a 
recognition of an accomplished fact. 

When the first major naval skirmish 
occurs in the Atlantic, as it inevitably will, 
the Congress, reluctantly perhaps, will 
have to recognize the state of war with a 
formal declaration. 

The political heelers cannot possibly 
do anything to change circumstances be- 
yond their control. 

In short, Mr. Roosevelt has master- 
fully snatched American destiny from the 
hands of the petty politicians and thrown 
it into the lap of fate, 

And fate, indubitably, has certain very 
definite plans for the United States of

Would Incorporate All Europe Into The British Empire 


It Is Not Possible For Britain * 


Isolate Herself 

From Continent 
By GEORGE SLOCOMBE 

One of the most interesting, and at 
first glance fantastic, suggestions put for- 
ward by post-war world planners con- 
cerns the British Empire. The veteran 
Belgian Socialist and mayor of Antwerp, 
M. Camille Huysmans, has sponsored it 
publicly in print. He said recently that as 
long ago as 1913 he had advocated the 
entry of Belgium into the British Empire, 
oy political and economic grounds. And 
since this admission a Greek diplomat, in 
private conveérsatnon with the writer, has 
voiced his belief in a similar destiny for 
his own country. 

It is obvious that a new search for 
security will begin as soon as this war is

over. The best guarantee of political 
security for the nations is likely to be 
found in economic security. And that 


must be sought within a new economic 
structure for Europe, which of itself, if it 
is boldly planned, will break down not 
only commercia] and tariff barriers be- 
tween nations, but also, the even more 
tangible walls crea by language, 
dynastic quarrels, territoria) feuds, min- 
ority disputes and the like. 


Economic Federation 
Now the greatest single economic fed- 
eration in the world is that of the British 
Commonwealth. It is still far from com- 
plete.

It is when the British Commonwealth 
is regarded as a federation of free nations 
for economic purposes that the novelty 
and attractiveness of the proposals for its 
extension can be appreciated at their full 
value, There exists already a considerable 
bond of mutual interest between certain 
nations and the countries within 
the British Empire. Belgium is a trading 
and maritime nation, with a large and 
valuable colony upon which Britain relies 
for many of its raw materials. Norway is 
a trading and maritime nation with a 
vast fishing fleet and century-old associa- 
tions, both sentimental and mercantile, 
with Great Britain. Holland, too, is bound 
to us by her religious and political history,

| teenth century. She is our latest ally. She 


has fought valiantly in our common cause, 
The fact that all four countries referred 
to—Belgium, Holland, Norway, Greece— 
are countries of export, countries with 
large maritime interests—is of great sig- 
nificance. It is this which makes them 
peculiarly suitable for future ineorpora- 
tion in any great maritime federation, 


World Security

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Your Baby

| One of the chief complaints of the 
| nursing mother is that it so hard for 


crying baby. Is he hungry? Is he 
overfed? She feels that if she could 
| only measure his food into a bottle, 
she would be so much more confi- 
dent. She would then have some 
idea of the reason for his crying. 
But there is a way in which a 
mother can measure the feod in- 
take of the nursing baby. She can 
weigh the baby immediately be- 

fore and immediately after a 

meal, and the increase in ounces 

will be the amount of food he has 
just imbibed. 

This method well-illustrated a 
baby’s real starvation when his con- 
stant vomiting seemed to imply that 
he was overfed. This mother 
brought her baby to a hospital clinic 
to determine why he spit up s0 
much after each meal and why he 
| remained so thin and under-nour- 
| ished 
| The baby was weighed and then 
the mother nursed him for 20 min- 
utes. He was weighed again, There 
was little appreciable difference in 
the two weights. Yet 15 minutes 
after the feeding the baby began to 
spit up a clear, foamy liquid. Evi- 
dently, the effort of nursing an 
empty breast promoted the vomit- 
ing, though the baby was getting 
| little or nothing to eat. At least this 
| premise scemed to be accurate, for 
| when the baby was weaned and put! 
jon a bottle the spitting up ceased | 
and he gained normally. } 
| The scales offer a safe method of | 
determining whether a baby is} 

well or poorly fed. It isn't possible | 
| to determine this accurately merely 
by computing the number of min-| 
utes a baby is nursed, for some| 
| babies can get all the nourishment | 
| they need in five minutes of vigor- 
}our nursing and others, as in the 
| above case, starve on 20 minutes of | 
nursing.

War Budget For 
August Boosted 


OTTAWA, Sept. 13.—(CP)—Can- 
ada's war appropriation during 
August was $98,955,105, almost $40,- 
000,000 more than the war expendi- 
ture of $50,407,204 in August, 1940, 
the office of the controller of the 
treasury reported last night in pre- 
liminary figures on receipts and| 
disbursements of the Federal treas- | 
ury last month. 

Total August revenues were $106,- 
510,317 and total expenditures were 
$124,114,386. Comparative figures 
for August, 1940, were $54,093,729 
and $94,294,732. 

All revenue branches showed in- 
creases last month, the largest be- 
ing in the income tax collections, | 
which mounted from $8,258,164 in 
August, 1940, to $38,321,480.
